Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner would like to thank Mr. Baily and Dr. McGrath for their 
time and constructive discussion regarding the insant invention. The Applicants clarified that the prior art of record 
detects life vis-a-vis heart rate by analysing changes in a reflected signal related to gross changes in surface geometry 
movement of the object only, assuming a constant resistivity of the object. The instant invention, conversely, filters the 
signal related to surface movement in order to analyze the concurrent signal related to the electrical properties, i.e. 
changing resistive properties, of the object as it relates to the EKG. This also allows the instant invention to be applied 
to objects that are in motion, whereas the prior art inventions rely on a stationary subject. In order to distinguish over 
the prior art, it was suggested that the claims be amended to clarify that, while the signal being analyzed has been 
available to the prior art and contains both information relating to gross geometric motion changes as well as variations 
in the time dependent electrical properties of the subject, the prior art has only analyzed the gross motion component, 
whereas the instant invention filters out this aspect of the signal in order to analyze the variations in time dependent 
electrical properties that have hereunto been ignored. It was also suggested that amending the claims to acknowledge 
that the instant invention may be practiced on an object that is in motion as well as stationary in nature would help to 
further clarify over the prior art. While this will help to clarify the proposed differences between the instant Invention 
and the prior art, allowability of the amended claims must still be considered in light of :an updated search. 
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
